()rltu Moore, the second eon of 
Mt. and Mre. A. C. Moore, died 
Satwrdey morning shortly after nine 
o clock, of typhoid fever. He wee 
confined to hie bed for just two weeks, 
bnt had really been eick for eeveral 
daya before he eonseated to give up. 
The dieeaee wee in a most virulent 
form and the young man's condition 
vae critical almost from the time he 
wee prostrated (everything possi- 
ble was done for bis relief. All the 
science known to the medical profes- 
sion was brought to bear, skilled and 
devoted nursing and attentions from 



Various reports have been circu- 
lated in regard to typhoid fever in 
Marion, and Dame Rumor has re- 
ported anywhere from twenty-five to 
one hundred cases of this disease in 
our midst. These roporte have been 
circulated far and wide, and have 
done oar community great injuatice 
and injury. People of our own town 
have been principally responsible for 
these false

It has also been reported that epi- 
demics or other diseases have been 
present in the community. It ia 
true we have had a great deal of fick. 
ness. At least 50 per cent of this 
sickness snouid have been prevented. 

1 have made a careful investigation 
of the situation, consulted every 
physician in our city, and find that 
we have had a total of twelve cases 
of typhoid fever in and around town 
this year. It is, however, a re- 
proach to any community to have 
this disease, as it originates in filth 
and ia eaaily preveated. If every 
person would work for their own 
gooff |ud the fo^d the community, 1 
No person ever has typhoid fever un- 
less they get the germs into the 
alimentary oanal, and these germs 
must eo me from soon previous case, 
where the discharges have not been 
properly disinfected. 

The mouth is the port of entrance 
for typhoid germs and they enter 
either with our food or drink. When 
our water supply becomes contami- 
nated with these filthy little •‘bugs,” 
we drink then, and therefore, become 
infected with thediaease. If all drink, 
ing water was boild* it would obviate 
this course of danger. Our food 
may become contaminated by con- 
tact with the oommon bouse fly, 
which ia a scavenger, and the most 
filthy place he can find is hia “haven 
of rest. ” Then he comes to our I
